quishing, for the benefit of the company, a considerable portion (the whole) of the 
large emojuments which were secured to him on its formation. 1855.” He thouglit 
the hon. gentlemen had fully earned the testimonial. They richly deserved it, and 
he hoped they might long live to enjoy it. 


The services of plate, which were manufactured and designed by Messrs. Smith 
and Co., of Duke-street, Lincoln’s Inn-fie!ds, were then uncovered, and excited 
general admiration. They consist of a centre candelabrum, 4 dessert dishes, 2 soup 
tureens, 4 entire dishes and covers, 4 sauce boats, 48 table plates, 24 soup ditto, a large 
oval tea tray, and 2 large circular salvers. The centre ornaments are four feet in 
height, and have branches for nine candles and three dishes of flowers, On the angles 
of the base are the camel, the elephant, and the lion. The principal group represents 
Enterprise, indicating ona chart the routes of the company’s steamers, and the 
Genius of Steam exhibiting to Neptune (who is seated on a rock washed by the sea) 
the steam cylinder and the screw as the great agents in the work. The date palm, 
banana, and the fan palin rise from the base ; and the crowning figure represents 
Commerce, with the emblems of Peace and Plenty resting upon the globe. 

Mr. WiL.cox, who was loudly cheered, said that he felt he could not fully express 
his gratitude for the handsome recognition then made him for his long services, and 
his surrender of the emoluments secured to him by the Deed of the company. He had 
long contemplated retiring from the position of managing director of the company— 
that he could not much longer expect to be blessed by Providence with those powers 
of endurance which had enabled him to carry out his duties to the company. He bad 
hesitated in doing so, however, whilst they were blessed with continuous prosperity ;

NEW METHOD or VENTILATION, anv rus WORKING or COAL, 

Sin,—Having been overman and viewer at Wall’s-End Colliery for up- | 
wards of 40 years, and being the first to introduce the district mode of | 
working and ventilating pits, my experience may be said to be ample and | 
extensive. I am now retired from active duties, and having leisure to 
look carefully into the avowed causes of colliery explosions, attended as 
they ptgnee’ are with such fatal results to the hard-working and con- 
fiding collier, who is thus sent to another world (it may be, unprepared), 
leaving behind him a wife, and, perhaps, a helpless family. To sit un- 
moved by such dire events would present a heart of stone, which, for the 
credit of human nature, we would fain hope does not exist. 

In pondering over the principles of ventilation, and drawing largely 
upon my experience and practice, it struck me very forcibly that, althoug 
the present practice of splitting the air had its advantages over the old 
er ag of coursing it, as it was called, and practised throughout 
the trade, in former times—yet I am confident that even some improve- 
ment can be made to the present system, in taking the splits of air on a 
different principle than as at present; and in this new mode, which I be- 
lieve none before has adopted, I am certain that an explosion of gas could 
not possibly take place. 

Again, in the working of the coal by districts, and in the manner IT pro- 
pose, a much larger per centage would be got, thereby bencfitting owners 
and proprietors, and what is of equal importance, accomplishing the said 
objects at less expense than the present mode of working and ventilating 
collieries. At the present time a great many new collierics are being won, 
and as the mode above stated can only (considering the expense) be best 
carried out at new winnings, I would with pleasure wait upon, or corre- 
spond with, any gentleman sinking, or about to sink, new pits, and super- 
intend the initiation of my improved system. 

Having a view to the saving of life, and affording the working miners 
a healthy air to work in, I am anxious that the system should be of that 
demonstrative character which experiments on a large scale could supply. 
Hence, I refrain from giving details, lest that might again happen which 
oftentimes has happened before—viz., persons taking upon themselves to 
carry out the system, but, from one cause or other, a failure is the result, 
and the new method is condemned as useless. I am, therefore, at liberty 
to wait on, or correspond with, any parties willing to give the improved 
system a trial; and should any one make the venture on the credit of my 
experience, I promise the most perfect success.

HE BLAENAVON IRON AND COAL COMPANY. 


Srr,— Feeling assured that your columns are, as they ever have been, ready to assist | 
the suffering shareholder againat the abuse of directorial power, I trouble you with a 
few lines on the management of the now notorious Blaenavon Company’s affairs. A 
short time sinee a friend of mine, Capt. Batt, bought and paid for 21 shares in this 
company: on his name being sent in for registration, the directors refused Lo register 
them to hiin, giving no reason, the reply being * not approved of.”" The name of an- 
other gentleman was then supplied to the directors for approval—Mr. Richard Rees, 
of Abergaveuny, a person of unquestionable character and respectability, but the reply 
again was “not approved of ;” no reason given why. These shares were then offered 
to, and purchased by, me. On my name being sent in, I also was refused, notwith- 
standing I have been a registered sharcholder some years, but I was also one of the 
committee of investigation. On writing to the board for an explanation, they de- 
clined giving any reason, referring me to the power they can wield under the 52d 
clause of the Deed of Settlement. There is unquestionably power given in this clause 
to the directors to refuse registration, and thus prevent parties from voting; and it 
gives also the power of taking any shares so refused on behalf of the company or them- 
selves; and this, Sir, is the secret of the many refusals to register to responsible parties. 
There can be no question thut this clause is a most extraordinary one to use now, but 
at the formation of the company, and till all the calls were paid up, it may have been 
a judicious one, as it would enable the directors to prevent the man of wealth from 
parting with his shares to the man of straw, who would be unable to meet the calls, 
No one can argue that it was intended to be made the handle of it now would appear 
to be by the directors, to ge€ the shares into their own hands at a ruinously low 
value, which low value has arisen from miserable mismanagement, Who can doubt 
but that this clause was intended to be used for the protection and welfare of the 
company, not for the benefit of directors, at the cost of the ill-used shareholder.

Sir,—The next sett after West Crinnis and Regent is Sourn Cainnis, This mine 
paid large dividends the latter part of last year, and in the begining of the present. 
At the time of making these dividends it was worked by a water-wheel, when they 
had only one shaft to extract all their ore and deads, or attle; and the next thing 
was, they were afraid of extending their levels, for fear of cutting more water than 
their water power could draw off ; these two causes alone account for the great falling 
off of their returns, ‘They bave now a powerful steam-engine put to work, a new 
sbaft or two sunk and communicated to some of their extended levels, with a steam 
winding engine to draw up the staff; by this means they have a good portion of tut- 
work carrying on, and ore ground opening out that must before long tell its own tale 
in the Ticketing Paper.

The next mines, or, I should say, picce of ground, in a south-westerly direction are 
CHARLESTOWN and Wneat Mary: it is a narrow slip of ground, standing between 
South Crinnis and Wheal Palmer.

Some men, 
in vulgar parlance, are ‘* booked,” but you ure lettered—dead lettered; therefore, 
cave ! cave! and stand not on the order of your conservative measures, but effect 
them at once. 

The y of the correspond with which you favoured the public, in your 
Journal of last week, affords a most amusing—nay, the strongest—proof of the serio- 
comic tnrn of the mining multitude. Look through this kaleidoscope, and study the 
laws of reflection—how instructive ! — further—how sympathetic! The frown

‘The lode in the 
former part of this driving will produce some rich work, but in the present end it is 
small, and rather disordered.

It just occurs to me that, on the shaft 
and adit being communicated, a run of rods might be applied through the level, so as 
to draw the water out from the winze. If this were done, the mine may be cleared 
in a much shorter time than it can be by the shaft; and it is not unlikely, if the works 
were drained by this means, that no lifts would be required in the shaft whilst this 
was the case. .

It will 
require some time to fully lay open this lode; still, every fathom driven east on the 
Teufelegrand lode is so much done towards an effeetnal development of this lode in 
the northern part; and if the run of rods can be applied, as referred to, both ends 
will be in course of development at the same time, From the nature of the lode, 
where seen, its good size, and very extensive workings, 1 should think very favour.

The increasing value of the mineral productions of this kingdom, the 
consequent extension of our subterranean workings, and the unavoidable 
multiplication of difficulties and dangers with the enlargement of our 
mining operatiops, renders it of the utmost importance that faithful 
Recorps or Progress should be preserved. 

This is equally of national importance and individual interest. It is a 
great national duty to secure and preserve accurate records of the rate at 
which the drain upon Naturo’s treasures has been going on, and also to 
provide reliable information as to what has been done in the search for 
mineral wealth, for the guidance of those who may yet be disposed to 
pursue the search further. Beyond this-—since nearly all our mines and 
collieries are grouped within comparatively limited districts—the moral 
law, that no man should unnecessarily endanger his life for the publie ad- 
vantage, or for individual gain, points to the necessity of preserving a per- 
fect knowledge, if possible, of all the subterrancan works which have been 
carried on, Individually, the advantages of a correct system of mining 
records are, that every man who is disposed to spend money in mining 
may be enabled to refer to data upon which he may reasonably found an 
opinion as to the chances of profit or loss. 

Mining operations have been carried on in Britain from a very early 
period. ‘The works of the old British miners were, probably, confined to 
the surface, or nearly so. The oldest shafts and levels are, without doubt, 
Roman; and we find, in Wales, in Derbyshire, and in Cornwall, exten- 
sive mine workings, which may date thus early. Since the reign of 
Queen Erazaneri, who brought ‘ Dutch mineral men” (German miners) 
into this country, actual mining has been especially active. In Cardigan- 
shire and in Devonshire (Beeralston and Coombe Martin), levels were 
worked by the German miners, which have, probably, never been seen 
since that reign. How valuable would plans of those ancient workings 
be to us, especially if aecompanicd by statistical records of produce, &. ! 

We have heard it said, that as our ancestors have left us without re- 


cords of their works, we are by no means bound to preserve information 


respecting ours; that those who may follow us should grope and grub as 
blindly as we do, and trust to those wild chances which form the exciting 
element of mining speculation, This is a narrow and ungenerous view, 
which is, we hope and believe, confined to a limited class. We believe,

that it would be greatly to their own interests to insist upon the careful 
registration of every fact, and to preserve such records under conditions 
which would insure their safety and their truth. 

The subject of Mintve Recorvs has long since engaged the attention 
of men of science. Observations, carefully made, an® accurately recorded, 
are the only means by which we can ever hope to arrive at a knowledge 
of the law by which Nature bas been regulated in her metalliferous de- 
posits. How emphatic are the words cf WrkNer on this point :— 

Such a colleection—the plan and description of the district —form together a com- 
plete and instructive whole. If our ancestors had left us such documents for two 
centuries past, or even for half a century, what advantage would it. not have been to 
us! From what doubts would it not relieve us! With what anxiety do we not turn 
over the leaves of ancient chronicles in search of information, often very imperfect, 
With what pleasure do we not receive the least sketch or 
plan of some ancient mine! With what pains do we not rake up the old heaps of 
rubbish brouyht out of old excavations, to discover pieces which may afford us some 
idea of the substances which were formerly worked out! Yet, between those docu- 
ments, and those which we might obtain, there is as much difference as between night 
qndday.

From this report, which graphically re- 
lates the difficulties to be encountered in reaching these supposed El 
Dérados, generally situate in districts without roads, and only to be ap- 
proached by the most primitive water or land communication, we find the 
prospects of the company stated ina clear, intelligible, and impartial man- 
ner; and having been on the mine 16 days at the time of writing, Dr. 
CoLtyEr could form a tolerably correct opinion in the matter. He states 
that there is no question as to the ability and experience of Mr. W. Tre- 
GONING, the manager, in gold reduction operations—a piece of eulogy 
which he cannot pass on his predecessors; in fact, the work done is really 
trifling, considering the time occupied. The ore already raised, being a 
mixture of the lode and country, yields on an average { 0z. per ton; and 
there is at surface some 300 or 400 tons, with only six stamps of 150 lbs. 
each to work it. which, with the other machinery at present in use, 16 
equal to reduce from 12 to 14 tons per day. The present means of ex- 
traction are, however, rude and inefficient. Mr. TREGONING acknow- 
ledges to losing one-third of the whole of the gold, but Dr. Conuyrn hopes 
when his amalgamator is at work to catch the tailings; this may thus 
be saved, and on the erection of more efficient machinery, and the mine 
conducted with sound judgment and discretionary economy, he has no 
doubt as to its ultimate prosperity. Dr. Conver loudly complains of 
the extravagance and waste of the former (West Veraguas) company ; It 
is impossible to walk anywhere, from the mouth of the river to the mine, 
oven in the depths of the forest, without finding portions of machinery, 
aud other valuable material, Had the one-hundredth part been expended 
in developing the mine, a satisfactory result would have been arrived ®. 

We have, in connection with this subject, also received copies of letters 
from Mr. Treconine and Mr. Tare. The former reports that the stamps 
did not get to work until Oct. 24, since which day, up to Nov. 4, the gold 
obtained was 22 ozs, 14 dwts. 10 grs., which would have been largely in 
creased but for the great want of labour, through a scarcity of which they 
are unable to supply the engine with wood to keep it going more than 
half time. Mr, TrecontnG was not exactly in a position to say how 
much gold a ton of lode stuff would produce, it being at present mixed 
with much rubbish from the walls. He had, however, obtained 4 tons 
of cleaner stuff, which was worked and treated by itself, and the produce 
was 1 oz. 13 dwts. 7 grs. From the general results, however, he con- 
siders a future handsome profit may be safely calculated on.

We made some observations, last week, upon thé management and 
working of the Great Crinnis Mings; and, in fairness to Mr. ENGLAND, 
his reply will be found in another column, as also several other letters 
upon the subject. Those who have attended the meetings must admit 
that Mr. Exeuanp and his colleagues are most energetic in their exertions 
for the welfare of the mine. But it docs not follow that a gentleman who 
is an able engineer is an “able miner.” We believe, about two years 
ago, it was stated that the north lode was producing good stones of ore in 
the bottom of the 24 fm. level, and that it was from 2 to 3 feet wide, and 
only about 20 or 30 fathoms from, and parallel with, the great deposit ; 
pets it is only in the last report that it is decided to drive in the 40 fathom 
evel to intersect it, although it was stated that 100/. would have done the 
work, If such was the case,—Why was it not done? Is it a fact, that 
there are three or four parallel lodes to the south, and yet no cross-cut 
has been driven? If so, is it working the mine in a minor-like manner ? 
Mr. Enctanp should visit some of the old-standing and best mines in 
Corawall, when he would find that their success resulted from an exten- 
sive system of cross-cutting, which he appears to have avoided, as of no 
zmportance. This mine, which is of considerable extent, and been at 
work for three years, has only recently laid down a railway underground, 
to facilitate the moving of the stutf, the barrow being the only mode 
adopted for taking the ground broken to the shaft. Perhaps, experienced 
men will not consider this to be working the mine ina miner-like manner. 

Mr. ENGianp and his colleagues have stated, from time to time, the 
advances that they have made out of their own pockets for the benefit of 
their co-adventurers ; but, although they have certainly made themselves 
personally responsible—did they do so by putting their hands into their 
pockets, or merely becoming security to the bankers, well knowing they 
Were amply protected by the ore absolutely sampled, and, in some in- 
stances, even sold?

The coaling of reverberatory furnaces 
being so large an item in the costs, 50 per cent. reduction becomes a con- 
sideration, and the loss of lead made by many furnaces being 8 or 10 per 
cent., a 40 or 50 per cent. saving thereon, if accomplished by this inven- 
tion, will (adds our correspondent) ensure for it a welcome reception in 
every part of the mining world. 


The affairs of the Duston Iron Ore Company are assuming a very un- 
favourable appearance—tbe directors having brought an action to revover 
calls, which, we are informed, will be defended, and a cross action com- 
menced, to obtain back what has been paid. Had the company been ener- 
getically carried on, as originally projected, instead of probable compli- 
cated litigation, it is generally considered that satisfactory returns for the 
shareholders, and beneficial advantages for the district in which the pro- 
perty is situated, would have resulted. + 

New Mutriptyine Roratrve Motion.—Among the novelties in me- 
chanical productions which interested the observer at the Paris Exhibi- 
tion, was an arrangement for obtaining and multiplying rotative motion, 
and providing a substitute for wheel and pinion, or cog-wheel gearing. 
This invention has been patented in England by Mesers. Callen and Ripley, 
and consists of two rotating dises or frames, one having grooves sunk on 
its face, and the other fitted with pins, sheathed with rollers, by which 
the friction of the otherwise rubbing surfaces is avoided, Their action 
upon each other is precisely the same in effect as the ordinary tooth gear; 
but the advantages over the latter claimed by the patentees ave that, with 
the same uniformity cf motion and force, the principle unites simplicity 
of construction, greatly diminished friction, less liability to wear and de- 
rangement, with the greatest facility for gestoring those parts most subject 
to deterioration. In all.attempts hitherto made to introduce a similar 
mechanical substitute, the non-fulfilment of these conditions has proved a 

ar tosuccess. In this invention, a familiar principle has been recogniged, 
which, in the early steam-engines, was introduced as a substitute for the 
parallel motion ; and also in an instrument used for describing ellipses, 
the prominent feature being that, when the larger circle is stationary, and 
the smaller one is made to rotate upon its own axis, the two being in con- 
stant contact, any point in the circumference of the latter will describe a 
straight line, or diameter of the former. The motion of one dise in pro- 
portion to the other may be two to one, three to one, &c., a remarkable 
feature being, that to obtain uniform motion in a two to one movemeut, 
the grooves on the face of the larger discs are straight, and pass directly 
through the centre of motion; but in three to one motions, and all other 
multiples, they are curves, traced by the intersection of the pins with the 
tadius of the larger circle, The principle can be applied to seTrew-pro- 





pelling machinery with great advantages: the discs may be formed of 
any suitable material, cast or wrought-iron, in solid masses or skeleton 
open frames, as strength or lightness is desirable. Experience has amply 
proved the non-existence of all back action, consequently the motion is 
noiseless ; and the expressed opinions of many practical mechanical en- 
gincers testify that the requisite portions can be manufactured at about 
one-half the cost of the ordinary tooth gear. The patentees state that 
they are supported by most eminent,engincers in claiming advantages for 
this motion, unattainable by any other mode in use, for increasing or de- 
creasing speed, combining greater strength and security, noiseless action, 
small space, simplicity, reduction of friction, greater durability, mor 
effective application of power, and great economy.

“A VOICE FROM THE CITY,” ON MINES AND MINERS. 

When public confidence has been shaken by the malpractices of public 
men—when commercial morality has been violated by unprincipled pre- 
tenders to commercial status—when distrust has seized the public mind, 
and panic stalks terror-clad in business cireles--the apostle of a purer 
faith, and the exemplifier of fairer dealiug, can make no headway against 
the torrent of general indignation; but when the storm is lulled, and the 
spent fury of public anger has subsided—when stolid indifference reigns 
in the room of active interference—his teachings may be tolerated, if not 
heeded, and his schemes of amelioration may receive some share of publie 
attention. These truths are known to wise men by reflective reason, and 
to fools by natural instinct, and both are sure to commit their respective 
schemes tu the crucible of public criticism—the one takes all availabl 
facts for his basis, and practically rears thereon a goodly superstructure, 
confidently appealing to reason and experience ; the other takes isolated 
truths for his basis, and theoretically builds thereon a structure, appealing 
to prejudice and self-interest. ‘The first must stand, because founded on 
a rock ; the other must fall, because built upon a quicksand; both may, 
for a time, enjoy their share of public favour, but the ultimate issue of 
events must prove that the funeral obsequics of the second will be per- 
formed under the shade of the other's towering eminence. 
| At this moment, the prospectus of the “ Mining Investment Company” 
is before me, and 1 have looked in vain for any apology from the gentle- 
men whose names it bears to the public, for asking them to peruse such 
a mass of heterogeneous and contradictory matter. The usual mode of 
doing such things is, in the first place, to exhibit to the public the names 
of several men of business, who are willing to take the control of their 
funds, and who are supposed, by implication, to have investigated the 
merits of the proposed undertaking; secondly, to state, in language tem- 
perate and succinct, the objects of the association, and then to reveal their 
practicability, In the outset, the only names which the public have be- 
fore them are those of Mr. Robert Offord and Mr. Evan Hopkins—the 
one a coach-builder, and known in the City as a large mining speculator; 
and the other a civil engineer, of literary pretensions. ‘These gentlemen 
style themselves the managers, and, on their personal credit, ask the public 
immediately for 20,000/., and prospectively for 80,0007. more, for the 
avowed purpose of dealing in mining shares on public and private account. 
In common fairness, however, they should have stated that at least two 
associations have been formed for similar purposes, both supported by 
money capital and personal influence, and both resulting in signal failure. 
With these facts the managers ought to have made the public acquainted, 
and have set forth the remedy, if any, which they had discovered for such 
a catastrophe. If this information has been suppressed, the managers are 
grossly culpable; and if the previous existence of such things be unknown 
to them, they, doubtless, will make,the amende honorable, by rectifying 
such a serious mistake, The language in which their ideas are couched 
is of the most extreme description, and is by no means calculated to give 
one any elevated idea of the intellect of the writer. The passions are ap 
pealed to in the most unmistakeable manner; figures are nsed with such 
profusion and certainty, as to astound acantious mathematician ; and words 
are used with such deliberate violation of all received interpretation, as to 
shock the lowliest disciple of the celebrated Syntax. Were such errors 
as these merely venial in character, my remarks might with justice he 
termed hypereritical; but as they are calculated, on a cursory perusal, to 
convey false impressions to the mind of the reader, my duty in the matter 
is consistent and clear. 

As specimens of the way in which money is lost through the agency of 
mining brokers, three cases are cited—First, that of an invalid lady, 
who, with 2000/7. at her command, and apparently with no friend, was sv 
imprudent as to commit it to the tender mercics of a total stranger. Her 
money was thereby imperilled, but she was rescued safely from such im- 
minent danger by the chivalry of one of the managers. The second is a 
military officer, who received sound advice trom the same party, but who 
was either weak enough to have no will of his own, or, if he had, was 
tame enough to allow it to be overruled by that of another, and so lost 
his money. And the third in this ‘strange eventful history” is that of 
four Liverpool gentlemen, two of whom having determined to judge for 
themselves, came to Cornwall, saw the mines, sunk their nated, and lost 
it. Strip facts of their meretricious adjuncts, and it is simply as I state; 
and if so, then Messrs, Offord and Hopkins have failed to prove any case 
against the body of mining brokers sufficient to justify their extravagant 
assertions. The most important part of the business 1s, however, yet un- 
touched—viz., the practicability of the concern: the projected mode of 
proceedings is as follows :—- 

To use the power which the. capital of the company will give them in 
obtaining, if possible, the earliest information of discoveries and improve- 
ments, and thereupon to purchase all the available shares in the market ; 
to wait until excitement has driven prices up, and then to realise, netting 
the largest possible profit , to purchase shares in good progressive mines 
at low prices, and wait for improvements, and to kcep plans and sections 
of all the principal mines in the United Kingdom constantly written up, 
for the guidance of the shareholders. Now, in the first place, the company 
can never manage to forestall the dealers in the London market with infor- 
mation, so long as any individual member remains holding stock to the 
extent of 30,000/. (onc-third of the company’s entire capital), and thus 
they would fail in procuring shares, unless at their proper value. Unable 
to obtain stock in a public market, quite as well informed as themselves, 
they must resort to private individuals, thereby playing off their informa- 
tion against the seller's ignorance, and thus defeating one of their stated 
objects—viz., to protect the private holder. I will grant, however, for 
the sake of argument, that the shares are purchased, and that the price ad- 
vances; then the question arises, to whom are the shares to be sold, at 
the highest figure, in order to ensure a profit to the proprietors? Most 
assuredly not to the dealers, for they know as well as the managers of the 
company when any particular shares have reached their turning point; 
and if, in this difficult position, the company’s stock be sold to private 
parties, a grievous and meditated wrong is thereby inflicted. 

he managers are thus placed between the horns of this dilemma. They 
must either sacrifice the interests of their constituents, in justice to the 
public, or sacrifice the interests of the public for personal gain. When 
talking of progressive mines, it must be understood that the capital so 
invested may remain for a lengthened period of time, locked up, without 
the power of being realised, unless at a loss, whilst the outgoings, in the 
shape of calls, may be considerable. As for keeping such a quantity of 
plans fully written up, it is, in my opinion, an undertaking which would 
be attended with far greater expense than the results would warrant. 
Not one person in 500 could understand the underground section of a 
mine on paper, even if explained; and the managers might just as well 
retain them, as hitherto, for their private benefit. That there is more 
than average risk in this undertaking is to me very tvident, and that the 
gentlemen who stand in loco paternis to it have utterly failed to put the 
thing in a practical business-like shape is to my mind equally conclusive. 

If they are so positive of its complete success, let them constitute the con 
cern under the Joint-Stock Companies Act, where every sbilling of their 
capital would have to answer for the results, and not, as it stands, in a 
business with such heavy attendant risks, play off their certain hundreds 
against the public’s uncertain thousands. 

For the present, I leave the subject, with the well-meant advice, both 
to the promoters and the public, to reflect well before entering into mu- 
tual obligations ; and I will next proceed to investigate the causes which 
result in the violent fluctuations in the market prices of mining shares.

In the Coal Trade there is, if possible, increased activity. The demand 
is greater than can be easily supplied, owing, no doubt, to the extensive 
orders from a distance, coupled with the active burning at the works. 
Best coal is being sold here at 16s. and 17s. per ton retail, a nd the price 
for foreign markets is in proportion. In noticing this trade, 1 may men- 
tion in connection with it some meetings which have been held in the last 
few days, the object being to prepare for the operation of the new Act for 
the Regulation of Mines, which will take effeet in January next. At the 
last meeting, which took place on Saturday last, Mr. W, Mathews, Mr, 
Blaknell, Mr. Sparrow, Mr. Thompson, Mr. Barker, and Mr. Smith, to 
whom the consideration of the subject was referred, agrived at the con~ 
clusion that it would he highly advantageous to have ohe general code of 
regulations for the entire district, and than this arrangement nothing ean 
be more advisable, as all parties will be more or less bound by the rules ; 
and as the men are, of course, constantly liable to change from pit to pit, 
it is necessary that the same rules for the government of the workings 
should exist wherever they are. A variety of rules would lead to endless 
blunders and excuses; and hence it has been very wisely resolved that 
there shall be no plea of ignorance on a change of locality. As the man- 
tors are subject to certain penalties under the Act, they have power to se= 
cure themselves against the wilful neglect of the men, by the adoption of 
rules for their government, subject to the approval of the Secretary of 
State. The rules will be in a few days finally prepared, and made geuc- 
rally known. ; wr f i 

In monetary matters there is a good deal of difficulty experienced, bu 
the banks are dealing as liberally with their customers as circumstances 
will admit. Many, however, are decidedly of opinion that the new year 
will find us with increased difficulties in carrying on trade without addi- 
tional paper money, and although few really like to see a large issue of 
rags, they are equally few in number who believe we can carry on with- 
out it, The resolutions agreed on yesterday, at the meeting in Tondon, 
will finda ready response here amongst a numerous class of commercial men. 

The Bankruptey Courts, here and elsewhere, are rapidly winding up 
some awkward affairs lately brought before them from this locality. In 
the case of Edmund Lloyd Owen, of Bilston, mincral agent, who contrived 
to get into debt to the amount of several thousand pounds, he being « 
thoroughly illiterate man, the commissioner here granted him a certifi 
cate of the third-class, after a suspension of two years from the date of 
his last examination. In the matter of Whitehouse and Joffries, of West 
Bromwich, a second-class certificate has been granted. ‘The case of Selby, 
whose works were here, and upon which Mr. Goulburn commented on 
Monday last, has caused much observation amongst those who know the 
trade he carried on here. It was a good trade, and might have been a 
profitable one, if fairly treated; but the profits of it wero swamped by 
other speculations. Ido not belicve the traders here were the greatest 
losers; but as the affairs were wound-up in London, the details of the ba- 
lance-shvet were not generally known in this quarter. 

Mr, Edwin Haseler, of Wolverhampton, has during the past week spe- 
cified his patent (through Mr. George Shaw) for improvements in frames 
for pictures, drawings, engravings, and other similar articles : -~ 

This invention consists in making metallic frames for pictures, drawings, engrav- 
ings, and other similar articles, in the following manner :—The inventor takes four 
strips of metal, having ‘engths equal, or nearly equal, to the four sides respectively of 
the picture, engraving, &c., to be framed. The strips of metal havea breadth some- 
what greater than that which it is intended the finished frame shall have. That por- 
tion of each of the strips of metal which forsas the front of the finished frame may be 
ornamented by pres<ure, or by any other suitable procers. The drawing, engraving, 
&c., to be framed, is covered with a glass, and a board is placed at the back of the 
drawing, picture, &c. The before-mentioned strips of meta! are laid upon the glase, 
and bent round the edge thereof, so as to embrace or enclose the edge of the glass, 
drawing, and board, and thereby secure the whole together. The before-mentioned 
metal strips are held or secured in their places by corner pieces, which are placed at 
the angles, and in front of the frame. The corner pieces are furnished with eyes,. o7 
connectors, which are joined together by wires, which pass across the back of the 
frame, and connect the opposite eyes in the corner pieces wit’, one another. anit 


thereby securely bind the several parts of the frame together. The before-incntiohou 
corner pieces may be composed of metal, and variously ornamented. 





[RON AND COAL TRADES or YORKSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE. 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD.) 

Dec. 8.—The Iron Trade, during the week, has been characterised by 
a steadiness which is highly satisfactory, considering the war and high 
discounts, and the period of the year. An improvement has taken place 
in the demand for manufactured iron, and especially rails, for which 
orders for about 20 tons have very recently been given out, The Scotch 
pig-iron market is eteady, and there is not much anxicty manifested by 
makers to sell. ‘The stocks in the hands of large consumers are reported 
low, and the makers seem confident that prices will rise. The principal 
event of the week has been the large demand for rails; and of the firms 
that have taken contracts is Messrs. Beale and Co., of Park Gate Works, 
near Rotherham, a town which is rapidly gaining a very high reputation 
for the manufacture of railway iron. It was formerly a very noted town 
for the manufacture of cannon, and why it should have lost all traces of 
its commercial importance in that respect we are not enabled to divine. 
The Midland Iron Company, whose works are in the same locality, have 
now attained great celebrity in the manufacture of tyres for railway 
wheels, a department of their business which has increased to a very great 
extent. Some months ago the Great Northern Railway Company were 
subjected to great inconveniences, especially during extreme frosts, from 
the breakage of the tyres of their mineral trains, which on some occasions 
produced great interruptions, and sometimes a total stoppage of the traffic 





on @ particular portion of their line, by the blocking up of the permanent 


way. The tyres:ofthé Midldhd Iroh Compah yy aftér'fhng been sub- 
jected to the severest tests at the company’s plant, bave weithstood the 
tial, and wo ary not aware of a.single instance in which they have been 
found defective. The South Yorkshire Railway Company have latterly 
established a very extensive mineral plant for their coal traffic, and al- 
though they carry a very heavy tonnage, and the tyers have been tho- 
roughly tested, they have proved equally satisfactory. The Park Gate 
Works have within a few years doubled in extent, and the business done 
in the manufacture of rails is very extensive. The Phanix Works, also 
in the same district, are extensively engaged in the manufacture of rail- 
way wheels ; and a firm within a few miles is also celebrated for the make 
of railway springs. It is remarkable that the firms just named, and all 
situated in close proximity to each other, should bave attained such no- 
tice, and it speaks well for the manufacture of the district. 

The Coal Trade is exceedingly active. and the demand is increasing 
weekly, and supplies are being poured in the southern markets especially, 
with a rapidity which, a short time ago, would have been incredible. The 
Great Northorn Railway, with a view to give increased facilities for its 
transmission, and to silence complaints from colliery owners, have just 
added 500 coal-wagons to their previous immense stock, and are running 
two extra mineral trains per day. 

The new rules agreed to by the Midland Coalmasters’ Association, at 
their recent meeting, at Derby, have been printed, and circulated amongst 
the different collivrics, with a view of having the details added to them, 
which the peculiar circumstances of each colliery might require, before 
being subvaitted to the Secretary of State for final approval. The great 
majority of the colliers themselves know little or nothing about them at 
Present ; and the general opinion of coalmasters is, that although they 
might be improved and modified in some respects, they will {be enabled 
to enforce proper regulations by legislative enactment, which it was im- 
possible to do without it. The Yorkshire coalmasters have made arrange- 
men‘s for adopting a code of rules, and we believe they are substantially 
the same as those accepted by the coalmasters of the midland district. 

A survey has been made of a new mineral line in the neighbourhood of 

arnsley, which is intended to improve the medium of communication 
between the Works of the Wortley Coal Company and the Aire and Cal- 
der Canal. 

Messrs. Harding and Co., of Leeds, proprietors of the Becston Manor 
Collieries, ‘‘ tapped” the first of their blast-furnaces, on Friday last, and 
the occasion was celebrated by a dinner given to a number of gentlemen 
connected with mining, and also one to their workmen. Messrs. Hard- 
ing and Co. having discovered two seams of iron ore, 170 yards from the 
surface, which is supposed to be the same as the Low Moor bed, caused 


a blast-furnace to be crected in the centre of their works, upon the cold- | 


blast principle. The Kirkstall Forge Compan supplied the engine and 
blowing apparatus, and there being an pve he supply of coal on the 
spot, a considerable saving will be effected in that respect. But there is 
another advantage in the dispatch of the ore, The inclination in the 
ground enables them to load the wagons and place them on the branch 
ine of the colliery, which runs into the main road of the London and 
North-Western. There is no doubt, when the iron-works become more 
fully developed, a large amount of employment will be afforded. The first 
pig drawn was broken in the presence of a number of gentlemen, and 
pronounced good iron.

\IMPROVEMENTS IN ASCENDING AND Descenpine Suarrs.—In our de- 
scription in last week’s Journal of Mr. William Austin’s improved dovetailed stone 
blocks for arches, pipes, drains, &c,, we omitted to mention their peculiar applicabi- 
lity for forming the masonry work of shafts, walls, &c. Connected with their use in 
constructiog the walls of colliery shafts, the patentee suggests a new method of as- 
cending and descending the mine, by which loss of life and mutilation may be pre- 
vented in case of the rope or chai: breaking. It consists of an iron grating, or plat- 
form, fitting easily into the shaft, from the centre of which four rods or bolts project 
into a corresponding number of dovetailed recesses in the masonry reaching from top 
to bottom ; on the ends of these bars are fitted friction rollers, and they are acted on 
by a winch handle, and screw in the centre. On the ascent, or descent, of a number 
of men, one js placed to attend to this winch ; as long as they advance steadily he al- 
lows the platform to move freely in the shaft, but the instant that any symptoms 
appear of a breakage, one sharp turn of the handle projects the bolts against the ma- 
eit and wedges the whole tightly in situ, preventing it from falling down the shaft.

/ Dreaprvur Coturery Acctpent.—A catastrophe of a frightful nature 
curred last week at Messrs, Carr and Morrison’s Cwm Ammon Colliery, distant 
about three miles from Aberdare. It appears that, on the evening of the accidert, 
the man who usually attended the engine left his post for a time in charge of a mau 
named Lloyd, the sole duty being to notice the warning of a signal bell, and stop the 
engine, that the carriages with their living freight might land in safety. It appears 
he succeeded in raixing three batches in safety, when, on the fourth coming up, a 
fearful result followed. Lloyd says the bell did not ring on this occasion ; the engine, 
therefore, was allowed to continue its speed, the carriage was dashed against the pul- 
ley, upset, and eight unfortunate men were precipitated down the shaft 250 yards, 
and killed on the spot, being literally dashed to pieces; the force of the fall breaking 
the strong cover of the sump, and letting the bodies through into the water below. 
At the inquest, the jury returned a verdict of ‘* Manslaughter” against Lloyd, who 
was charged before a magistrate for the offence, and appeared much distressed at the 
sad accident of which he was the cause.

Undoubtedly, a large 
outlay would be required —indeed, some thousands; but he had no doubt about a di- 
vidend ultimately. He wus there as a shareholder, and had every confidence in the 
undertaking, but could not tuke upon himself to say when they might look forward 
to a dividend. 

The Cuatrman remarked, that Mr. Bacon had prepared a tabular statement of the 
expenditure at the quarry, from which it appeared that the aggregate of the various 
items of expenditure were— Wages developing, 7652/.8s, 8d.; materials, 14217. 158. 7d.; 
slate making, 2921. 1s. 3d.; powder, 668/, 18s. 8d.; horses, 70/. 13s. ; cartage of slates, 
61. 78, 9d. ; travelling expenses, 26/. 16s, ; sundries, 45/, 11s. 9d. ; salaries, 466/, 13s. 4d. 
= 10,6511, 16s.—Slate made, 377 tons 5cwts. For this document they were greatly 
indebted to Mr. Bacon, who had thus anticipated their wishes by submitting a state- 
ment which, at one glance, placed befure them their exact financial position every 
month from the commencement of the quarry. 

After some discussion on the desirability of having a complete map of the Rhosydd 
paw from the Ordnance Survey, the Cu41aMan said that the business of the meet- 
ng was over; and he might state, before they separated, that they had lost a very valu- 
able supporter in Mr. Rymer, who had been succeeded by Mr. Pearce on the direction.

As regards 
the management of men or funds, and the direction of operations, he has given ample 
evidence that he was unequal to the position he filled. I find that although wages 
bave fallen considerably in the colony, there has been no attempt at reduction with 
us; On the contrary, contracts have been given out on such extravagant terms, that 
the miners have been generally making more than double what they ought to have 
received. I understand that Burrandong is considered by Capt. Pauli as more promis- 
ing now than it was at first. He was driven out by the floods, but did not think it 
necessary to convey the engine there, as the river might subside as rapidly as it rose 
—such has not been the case. Tambaroora is stop for the present because of the 
price demanded for conveyance of quartz from the vein tothe works: provision ought 
to, aud might, have been made for this by ourselves. As to the yield of the first stuff 
reduced, I do not consider it a fair test of value. I believe thut the gould has been 
lost, and that we shall yet find our estimates of the return to be far from incorrect. 
It is not without concern that I transmit to you a communication so little encourag- 
ing, but I am still of opinion that if we are able to persevere we ma) yet regain the 
capital we have expended.”’ On Aug. 6, Mr. Spence writes that Capt. Paull’s en- 
wagement is cancelled.

A great change will 
be apparent during the current month, although I could not remedy at once the mis- 
management of many previous ones, Until the bulk of the miners leave in Septem- 
ber, there can be no important reduction in the weekly rate of wages; although 
labour is much more abundant in Sydney, and cheaper, but there no longer continues 
a system of contraet which really appears to have been intended specially for the be- 
nefit of the men. I certainly believe that we have worked out the best part of the 
ridge, and what remains of desirable stuff is now most difficult to obtuin, without 
the removal of a great extent of timber resting upon the lode in the 4 fm. level. At 
Tambazroora, I found the works actually stopped; the reasons assigned by Capt. Paull 
are very shallow. I believe that he was utterly astounded by the miserable results 
of his operations, and afraid to show that either he was ignorant of the proper mode 
of treatment, or had been widely astray in his first estimates. My finances are in an 
awkward state, for I have not yet been able to dispose of any of the surplus machi- 
nery, and the balance of cash has been consumed in the settlement of accounts that 
had been running up against my arrival. I do not consider that I should be justified 
in closing any one of the establishments at the present time, unless to carry on, some 
further considerable amount were requiged. I left everything so far advanced that 
long before this there should have been no doubt us to the value of each place, but
